CUMMINS TO BRING IT 


BEFORE CONVENTION 


Ko Chance, However, That the 


gegtions Incoriwi'ated in the 


Resolutions Will bo fav- 


orably Acted Upon. 


CHICAQO, June 20.—Forenoon trains 


today brought in the stragglers and the 
ranks of nearly all tho state delega- 
tions have been filled. With the arrival 
of delayed delegates were removed ob- 
stacles to holding of tho caucuses. State 
headquarters were sought and the pro- 
gram oi the day ascertained. It devel- 
oped that most of the caucuses would 
be held late in the day, or;toniglit nnd 
nothing remained to the new comers but 
to take, their places, in, the; hotel lobbies 
and discuss the absence of contest, the 
inactivity of delegations and the small 
attendance. 
>; 


Fog hung over the city nt davm .but 


this was dissipated by the sun which 
drove back tbe clouds and leit a cheer- 
ful day. It is a day which would draw 
the crowds to the open lobbies and the 
sidewalks without evon the game of pol- 
ities for a magnet. But despite oil this 
.the picture is not yet recognizable us a 
true convention scene. In the corridors 
of tho principal hotels where the states 
have established headquarters is missed 
the buzz of conversation, .proceeding 
from.councils.behind closed doors; pots 
groups of national figures nnd'one beers 
the laugh which follows .a., story well 
told. Tho utter absence of sharp politi- 
cal work is noticeable nnd forces the 
realization that "Everything is fixed." 


LITTLE POLITICS HEARD. 


Some importance is attached to the 


desultory discussion of Senator 
Fair- 


banks' probable reasons for declining to 
talk about tho vice pvosdcncy and of the 
wisdom ot his reticence. Were it not 
for the gossip he has furnished and the 
little flurry raised by the possibility of 
tariff revision and reciprocity creeping 
in the resolutions in a form obnoxious 
to "Stand patters," politics would be a 
dead letter in the Republican conven- 
tion this year. Though most 
of ' thn 


state will caucus today and the conven- 
tion begins tomorrow the hotels nre nst 
crowded; They are not even well filled. 


As the dny advanced it became evi- 


dent that the effort to "smoke out" Sen- 
ator Fairbanks would not succeed. The 
senator remained silent but through liis 
friends reiterated his position, which is 
that <he office of vice president is not 
one to be sought yet cannot be declined 
by any man nominated for it. 


T1TE TARIFF 
PLANK. 


"We pledge ourselves to make , such 


changes from time to time in the tariff 
schedules as changing conditions ma 
necessary." 


That is the language of the proposed 


platform as now agreed upon nnd it be 
comes more evident that no ftirtlior con 
cession will be made to those demanding 
a revision. It is asserted by tho Kr 
publican lenders thnt the presidential 
campaign will interfere enough in busi- 
ness without adding it to a definite pro- 
mise of tariff revision by ,the next ses- 
sion of congress. 


"IOWA IDEA" KNOCKED OUT.

The "Iowa Idea" was emphatically laid 


on the table today by the IOWA dele 
gation.

WHAT THE "IOWA IDEA" IS. 


The Cummins resolution which is the 


"Iowa Idea" up to date is as follows: 


Resolved, That it is tho sense of tho 


delegation thnt the national Itepublir.ir.. 
platform nbout to be adopted should be 
broad enough to 
furnish 
comfortnile 


"standing room for fill Kcpublicsns who 
believe in., the essential principle;) nnd^ 
policies o'f tho party; tlmt upon the' 
subject 'of tariff 
nnd , reciprocity 
it 


should embody in some form the follow- 
ing statements: 


First. "A clear and emphatic (Indura- 


tion of the time proven polioy of pro- 
tection. 
Second. An unmistakable reno™nition 


of tho fact that tariff, schedules must be 
readjusted at reasonable intervals io 
meet the changing conditions of produc- 


tion; and that any such 'readjustment 
should be made by tho friends of tlie 
protection.

Third. That at the next session of the 


present congress the. object should .be 
taken up and such congress in the sched- 
ules should-be nnd are, required to ec- 
act for our producers and.secure Jw our 
consumers adequate protection.

H. Taft, secretary of 
war,'whom he-regards in every way the 
most available and the. best man for 
the office.

AND FACE SCORCHED 


Mother and Invalid Sister'Go to the 


Rescue Finally Smothering 


Flames, Thonifh Both Ee-

While engaged cleaning ribbon about 


4 o'clock Sunday'nl'ternon,.at her home 
1204 Schiller street. Miss Jeonette Kr.-i- 
mer.'nged 22 years, was terobly burned 
about the hands, arms, body and. face; 
her mother in attempting to extinguish 
the burning clothing of the girl, was 
burned seriously on the'hands and an .in- 
valid' sister, .who managed to get- a blan- 
ket'and .'smother the flames; was;.vom-; 
piotely. prostrated' with: nervousness' and; 
is unable' to' hardly move.',

-Sliss' Kramer had poured -a quantity- 


of gasoline in' a bowl or .other receptacle 
and .commenced cleansing ribbons.]

She screamed 'and her nip:Kter 
ran to the rescue and made nn icfToi-t to 
extinguish the burning- '. clothing,';: but;

INVALID SISTER TO RESCUE.' 


An invalid sister,, with .a heroic effort, 


managed to get up, grasp a blanket and 
wrapped it around her sister, smothering 
the fire. Naturally there'was great ex- 
citement and crowds of people gathered 
in and nbout'the house offering assis- 
tance. 


Miss Kramer was horribly burned. -Dr. 


John Meachem was called and ordered 
her-taken to'. a ..hospital' irad -the_p'olice: 
ambulance removed..her-.to: St.-'Mary'B. 
'hospital. 


CHANCE FOR RECOVERY. 


An examination revealed that tha 


clothing was burned to the waist and her 
body, hands, face and hair were com- 
pletely burned from, that'point up, but 
the eyes escaped. While the burns on 
the body and other parts are very'bad 
the hands are the worst. Dr. Meachem 
stated that although the burns were ex- 
tremely bad and the case critical, there 
was a chance for recovery. ) 


•The-hands of Mrs. Kramer nre .also 


.seriously burned. The sister who no: 
doubt'-saved the life of Miss Jeanette, 
was' not burned, but the excitement, in. 
her. condition, caused complete nervous 
prostration."and may result, dangerously,

ported by her physician to be doing as- 
well as could bo expected. '." - 


It was learned that the explosion of. 


the: gasoline was'not caused'by a light- 
ed -match, -but was due to 'the foot that 
a burner on a gas stove in the room was 
lighted.

whom he was attempting to arrest,

picked up a horse in his flight .through 
Fall Creek, and all trace of him. was lost 
to the searchers who were scouring the

AN HOUR AND A HALF 


Brongrht by Train Crew to Racine 


Whore Left Leg Was Amputat- 


ed—No Hopes .Held Out 


for Recovery. 


There was another bad accident on the 


Chicago,. Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
at an early- hour this morning and John 
Levy, aged 18, who lives, at,2709 Grand 
avenue; Milwaukee, lies at' the St. 
Mary 'a- .hospital, with hiii left leg gone 
close to the body and. he will die. He 
lay beside the tracks an hour and a half 
before-being picked .up by'the.crew of a 
.passenger train, brought to. Corliss and 
then to Racine. 


Young, Levy and three companions, 


George Matthew, .-Edward Foley , and 
Louis Staining, boarded a south bound 
freight train at Milwaukee, intending to 
steal a ride to Corliss, hoping to get a 
job in the beet fields, but the impression 
is that they ran away from home bound 
for the St.-Louis exposition. 


FELL BETWEEN CARS. 


When at a point between Stowell and 


Lake stations,'the'fireman on the loco-; 
motive opened the fire door'of the boil-i 
er. From the flare1 of'light-'the three 
companions 'claim they saw Levy fall be- 
tween two freight;car's. 'On account of 
the train running fast: the lads were.un- 
able to do.anything. When the.freight 
readied.'Corliss the ,boys informedKa

FOUND TERRIBLY INJURED;

Notice was sent back to the crew of 


passenger train No. 38 to loo-k out for 
the boy. This was done and the lad was 
found an hour afterward, laying on the 
track. His left leg was terribly crush- 
ed, his body, face and hands, injured. Ttie 
crew tenderly' lifted him to the train and 
brought him to Corliss, where Dr. Peelm 
was in waiting. The doctor saw that 
mputation was impossible at that place. 


But did what was possible.' The night 
freight train made nn extra 'run to Cor- 
liss and brought the boy here and' the 
ambulance removed him to the 
St. 


Mary's hospital. 


Dr. Pechn, assisted "by Drs. Nott and 


Sorenson, amputated the-left leg close- 
to the body. The lad, although terri- 
bly weak from the loss of blood, came 
out of the operation all right, but no 
hopes are entertained for his recovery. 


Parent of the unfortunate boy were 


notified and arrived here during the day. 


The-fact that the boy 
fell ^between 


cars going at the rate of 40 milca an 
hour and -was not killed is remarkable, 
and that he could lay on the tracks for 
over an hour with one leg mangled and 
other painful injuries, seems still more 
remarkable. 


The boy lingered until about 11 o'clock 


this morning when ho: died. Coroner 
Jonns Hoyle was notified and proceeded 
to hold an inquest. His. parents did not 
arrive before he died and they were no- 
tified. .On account of the train crew be- 
ing unable to reach here the inquest was 
adjourned until tomorrow.

THE DEAD COMMENCES 


FAVOR ORIGINAL PLANS 


State'Board ot Control do Not

NEW YOKE, Juno 17.—Forty-eight 


hours after the burning of the steamer 
General Slocum the exact number of vic- 
tims is. still unknown. 


In the early.morning hours a few bod- 


ies were brought to the morgue; bring- 
ing the total up to 532, As the morning 
wore on with no more arrivals hope be- 
gan to be felt that the awful total Tiad 
been .nnished,..but it was noon shattered 
by the report that divers at work on the 
hull 
of "the Slocum had discovered a 


mass of bodies wedged in one of the 
paddle boxes. How many corpses thero 
will prove to be in this place will not 
be known for' some hours as they will 
not bevdisturbcd until'the coroner is on 
the scene. 


One hopeful phase of the situation is 


the steady decrease'- in- the number, of 
missing, though it is still 
appallingly 


large, between 400 and 500. Th'e various 
officials whose positions brings them into 
touch with.tlie disaster, still'adhere" to 
the belief that when all is told it will be 
found that between'900 and 1,000 per- 
sons perished.' 
' .

The sad task of burying.the dead be- 


gan today. Early in; the . forenoon a 
meeting of the German Lutheran minis- 
ters of the city .was held and a program 
of sen-ices arranged. While in-many in- 
stances a joint .service will be held over 
several bodies, nevertheless the clergy- 
men of this denomination have a Her- 
culean task before them in administer- 
ing the' last rites over the dead of their 
iaith. 


The distressing concentration of the 


blow .of the disaster is-shown by the 
fact that in one-apartment, house in 
Eighth street there are, thirty-five ^ dead, 
while in a Rivington street house sixteen 
jodies await burial. . 


Preliminary steps have been taken for 


the three distinct investigations of the. 
disaster. .These are being undertaken 
jy the federal authorities through the 
department of commerce, by the coron- 
er's office and by the district attorney. 
The coroner's inquest will begin on Mon- 
day next and Captain Van Schaick of 
the Gen.^ Slocum and'his crew lie in a 
hospital with a policeman at the.bedside 
of each. They are-at present detained 
as witnesses. The authorities ' are rap- 
idly gathering such evidence as will bo 
aidful -in ascertaining whether or not 
there was neglect or carelessness in tho 
safety apliances of the vessel. First Of^ 
ficer Edward Flanagin, of the.Slocum is 
quoted in an interview as saying that 
the steamer's fire hose was rotten and 
useless and that it burst in a dozen 
placfa when he and his men tried to use 
ft. The 'charge is also made that the 
life preservers on the vessel were old 
and rotten and in most instances' proved 
inadequate when used. Several papers 
today print pictures of preservers taken 
from the Slocum which bear in black let- 
ters this inscription:

"Passed by United States steamboat 


inspector, .Juno 18, 1891." 


SOME CANNOT BE IDENTIFTED. 
Today a diver who was at work on the 


sunken hull found a large number of 
badies .packed tightly inside one of tho 
paddle wheels. Just how many there 
was is not known, but it.was planned to 
remove them as soon as Coroner CrGor- 
mun reached the scene. 
It developed today that a now-horror 


had been added to the terrible conditions 
resulting from 
the 
Slocum disaster 


through the over-officiousness 
of some 


person at the morgue. As a result some 
of the bodies of the dead probably never 
will'be identified and will go to a last 
resting placfl in the humble lot furnish- 
ed by the- cit"'s charity. ' When the bod- 
ies were taken by hundreds 
from the 


water and laid in rows-on the grass at 
North Brother island, each wag tagged 
with a number. That number, was care- 
fully recorded and the papers,- valuables 
and trinkets which would hav_c served 
to positively identify the bodies were 
removed and placed-in separate packages 
each package bearing a number corres- 
ponding to the number of the body from 
which the articles wore taken. These 
packages then were placed in the custo- 
dy of tho coroner. Scores of the bodies 
at the morgue were burned or bruised 
beyond recognition, but it- was-; hoped 
that all.might bo claimed by.friends, by 
means of the'papcrs and jewelry. 
. - 


When the bodies were taken to the 


morgue they-were placed in numbered 
boxes, but in'many cases these numbers 
did not correspond with the-Hgurcn the 
bodies previously had borne- r As a re- 
sult, the plans were-completely-, upset, 
and the numbered packages of .valuables 
became .practically worthless as!a.means 
of.identification of the unfortunates.

The record-says 
that tho life preservers were of the kind 
required by law and-that they, were in 
Kood condition and easy.of access, that 
the boats and life rafts of the steamer 
wore in good working order and of ample 
capacity for the accommodation of the 
Slocum'B passengers, even. thongh the 
limit of 2,5QO were on board; that there 
was good fire hose,.fully 400 feet 
in 


length, on. the ship .-and that it was easi- 
ly and quickly attachable to .the fire 
pumps to start yhich the engincr only 
had to push a lever; and, finally, that 
fliers was on board a full complement of 
men and that the crew was well, disci- 
plined.

OUR STATE UNIVERSITY. 


The attendance at the University of 


Wisconsin has steadily increased in num- 
bers under a policy that had steadily in 
view the highest interest of the citizen, 
and the welfare of the student. 
>,oUi- 


ii" but the steadfast divorce from all 
orms of politics, cither party or. fac- 
tional, with the most .generous support 
of the state and hard labors of earnest 
officials and professors has enabled our 
university to within twenty-live years, 
increase "the attendance nearly tenfold, 
and unless this policy-of the past con be 
continued, the welfare of the university 
is bound to be impaired. The thin edge 
of politics has been inserted and unless 
it is speedily withdrawn the people of 
the statoovil'l be bound .to tako notice. 


The notable celebration on the occas- 


ion of the fiftieth anniversary on which 
a whole state took part, marked an in- 
terest that is certain to increase with 
the coming years provided the magnifi- 
cent institution of learning can be main- 
tained on the high standard which has 
broiHit it to rank with the foremost in 
the Union. The hand of the politician, 
no matter whom he may be, of whatever 
political faction or political party, must 
be kept off, as alike the hand of any sec- 
tarian influence and there 
are 
those 


thoughtful citizens who have ever 
rc- 


"nrdc'd it as a mistake -to have located 
an institution of learning as is the state 
university, at the capitol of the state, 
permeated as i) always will be with poli- 
tical influence to a more or less extent. 
But perhaps the error made in making 
the regent's of the university appointive 
instead of elective can now be discerned, 
for such is human nature that even well 
intentioncd men can not but be influenc- 
ed to some extent, to say nothing of (.he 
influence of those who seek but 
then- 


own immediate welfare. Better by far 
remove every possible source of danger 
and make the board of regents elective 
and that for a long term of years, 
at 


least r-nual to the term of a justice of 
the supreme court which is ten years. 


Some figures upon the attendance at 


the university may not be without in- 
terc^t. The "number attending and re- 
corded in 1S53, the first ofl'ic-inl year of 
the university was but forty-three and 
these figures were multiplied 
in 
fifty 


vears io 2,870. The attendance record- 
ed in ISriR was ISO and ill I860, 22R. By 
1R70 the figures hud increased to 4S5 but 
for some reason the progress for the en- 
suing ton years wns slow, the attendance 
recorded in 1SSO being but 
-181. 
The 


«rowfii the next decade was much more 
marked, being in ISflO, BOO. From this 
period the growth was rapid, being by 
1S05. 1,508 and 1000. 2,010. The attend- 
ance recorded for 1903 was 2,870 and for 
the term lately ended the attendance will 
have averaged not less than 3,000. The 
amount annually expended upon 
our 


magnificent university will reach $500,- 
00o"aml our legislatures hitherto have 
shown a, great interest commendable in 
every way, and will be none the less in 
coming years as the great institution 
discloses the necessities. 


The lust graduating class numbered 


337 and to show the diversified nativities 
in tho state it is stated in this class 
there were fifteen nationalities repre- 
sented. As to other interesting detuilu 
may be'mentioned the fact that the av- 
erage age of the members of this, class 
was twenty-three years, the oldest mem- 
ber being forty years of ago and 
the 


youngest twenty. 
The average height 


of the members is given at five feet aud 
five and a lialf inches, the .tallest mem- 
ber being six feet and four inches high 
and naturally a man. The weight of the 
class .is stated to have reached .twenty- 
three tons. The men numbered 202 and 
the women seventy-four. The percentage 
graduating is large, ns the number en- 
tering as freshmen in. 1000 were 427.

The fact is referred to that while New 
York is the worst graft ridden state in 
the union politically, the most easy prey 
for the spoilsmen, yet the thirteen state 
hospitals have been by the precaution 
of able and thoughtful men, placed_ en- 
tirely out of reach of the most artistic 
of "ovcrnors seeking to grasp political 
power through virtue of the spoils 
• 


The state boards us in Illinois and tins 


state with no real power .but with cv- 
ervlhing to be submitted to executive 
approval, are powerless to exert that au- 
thoritv and is conducive to 
the 
best 


results, for at any time as lias 'occurred 
in Illinois of late, the most competent of 
trustees have been virtually removed; 
in fact, they had to resign. 
In tins 


state we have boards of control, nomi- 
nally controlling boards, but in fact cv- 
crv member owes his appointment to 
the Governor, and it is natural therefore 
that"the transactions of. the boards when 
so desired can be perfectly controlled, by 
the executive. 


i Th6 Illinois board as is stated have no 
statutory authority at all; all functions 
are only advisory and ornamental. The 
different hospitals 
arc 
managed 
by 


boards of trustees, but each of these 
trustee boards are appointed by the 
governor nnd of course such are his im- 
mediate friends and supporters'. In Wis- 
consin, for instance the process is per- 
haps more roundabout, but give a gover- 
nor reasonable time, and,within two or 
three years he will if lie so desires, per- 
fectly 'control • every institution. 


There can hardly be much doubt but 


that the lessons of the past four years 
have been profoundly instructive. It is 
obvious the executive possesses entirely 
too much appointive power, and in more 
than one stale, it has been used for per- 
sonal advancement. The people will de- 
mand these important commissions be 
made elective, as well as the heads of the 
state institutions, and • these 
officials 


amenable to the legislature. And as an- 
other method by which perhaps gover- 
nors may yet retain power without be- 
ing entirely deprived ofj-ciisonaule ways 
jy" which they may be inn push upon oc- 
casions to enforce discipline where it 
las been neglected in shite departments, 
vill be that upon the lines at forbidding 
by law a governor to succeed .himself as 
;he law does now *ith certain offices.

A HOUniBLE THAGEDY. 


One of those horrible tragedies that 


occur about.so. often is reported in the 
burning of the excursion steamer Gener- 
al Slocuin in tlie East river, New York 
harbor, through which several'hundred 
people, mostly children, lost,their lives. 
The accounts state the boat was provid- 
ed with all the safety appliances requir- 
ed by law, but in the devouring, flames 
all these proved miserably inadequate 
with the rapid spread of tbe. flames and 
inability to' make "use of 'the means of 
safety. 
' 


It is noticeable, however, that the life 


preservers were not as convenient of ac- 
cess as should have-'been the case.. The 
great majority of the excursionists be-, 
in« children were wholly unable to reach 
the preservers, ''these being fastened to. 
the ceilings and could only be reached 
by tall persons. This;is' stated as a fact 
arid shows that though the letter of the 
law may be followed, nothing but the 
term criminal negligence can be applied 
to the manner in which the spirit of the 
law was evaded.' It is further stated 
that'no boats'or life rafts were lowered 
and if true a." additional responsibility 
attaches to those who had the manage- 
ment of the fated vessel. 


The fateful Iroquois theater horror 


does not seem to have impressed its les- 
son, and within a few months a. fire hor- 
ror again horrifies and startles the coun- 
try with its dreadful loss of young lives. 
The stories of heroism are not lacking, 
and all that men could do amid the dis- 
tressing scenes was done, but that- hero- 
ism proved of but little avail in the rush 
of flaming death devouring flames. Had 
the means.of safety been, easier of.access 
in all probability the loss of life would 
not have been eo 'frightful, but indeed 
liorrifying enough. '. 


The'lesson is once more conveyed most 


impressively and so: painfully, that the 
law .with its imperative mandate must 
enforce by most stringent -penalties, an 
exact and literal compliance of its terms. 
Life preservers fastened to ceilings may 
in one way comply with the law, but in 
other ways it is but-an evasion. Now 
that the excursion season is beginning 
all over the country.tbe officials of the 
government charged with' this 
duty 


should personally see that all laws are 
properly obeyed and that the means of 
escape are readily available to all, and 
kept in absolute order and in safe con- 
dition for instant use.

THE BANKRUPT 


A decision by Judge Kohlsaat in a 


bankrupt case in Chicago again calls at- 


sntion to some admitted defects in the 
ational bankrupt law. This decision is

he creditors and that the trustees in 
ankniptey cannot recover tho money 
o collected upon tlie judgment. Tins

Thus a debtpr two years or so previous 
to going into bankruptcy or any period

when the bankruptcy proceedings - are 
commenced, this favored creditor places

the grated chocolate and set aside to 
cool. Cream the butter and sugar, add 
the vanilla and the beaten yolks o'f the 
cg«s. Add alternately the flour and the 
prepared milk, then the stiffly whipped 
whites; lastly, stir in the baking pow- 
der and beat bard for two 'minutes. Bake

His preparation was per- 
fect, nnd he and his successors huve 
been able to Imitate oriental lacquei 
so well that the old European work 
may only be distinguished from that o 
the east by certain small differences In 
the dress and figures on the pieces o* 
furniture not strictly oriental in char 
acter.

linens will never enter into the fur

His left leg was terribly crush- 
ed, his body, face and hands injured. TEe 
crew tenderly lifted him to the train and 
brought him to Corliss, where Dr. Peehn 
was in waiting. The doctor saw that 
amputation was impossible at that place. 
But did what was possible. The night 
freight train made an extra run to Cor- 
liss and brought the boy here and the 
ambulance removed him to the SI. 
Mary's hospital. 


Dr. Peehn, assisted liy Drs. Nott and 


Sorenson, amputated the left leg close- 
to the, body. The lad, although terri- 
bly weak from the loss of blood, came 
out of the operation all light, but no 
hopes are entertained for his recovery. 


Parent of the unfortunate boy were 


notified and arrived here during the day. 


The fact that the bqy fell ^between 


cars going at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour and -was not killed is remarkable, 
and, that he could lay on the tracks for

SOME CAlTNOT BE IDENTIFIED. 
Today a diver who was at work on the 


sunken hull found a large number of 
badies packed tightly inside one of the 
paddle wheels. Just how many there 
was is not known, but it wag planned to 
remove them as soon aa Coroner O"Gor- 
man reached the scene. 


It developed today that a new -horror 


had been added to the terrible- conditions 
resulting from the 
Slocum disaster 


through the orer-officiounieM of some 
person at the morgue. A* a result some 
of the bodies of the dead probably never 
will be identified and will go to a last 
resting plscn in the humble lot furnish- 
ed by the city's charity. When the bod- 
ies were taken by hundreds from the 
water and laid 'in rows -on the grass at 
North Brother island, each was tagged 
with a number. That number wag care- 
fully lecorded and the papers, valuables 
and' trinkets which •would have served 
to positively identify the bodies -were 
removed and placed/in separate packages 
each package bearing a number corres- 
ponding to the number of the body from 
which the articles were taken. These 
r 


kagea then were placed in the cugto- 
of the coroner. Scores of the bodies 


at ( the morgue were burned or bruised 
beyond 'recognition, but it 
wag hoped 


'that all .might he claimed by friends, by 
means 'of the papers and fewelry. 
.When the, bodies were taken to the 


morgue', they .were placed in numbered' 
boxes, but in many cases these numbers 
did not correspond with the llgures the 
bodies previously had borne. As a re- 
sult, the plans were completely upeet, 
and the numbered packages of valuables 
became practically worthless as a means 
of identification of the unfortunates.

belongs. 


PASSEDj.GOOD INSPECTION. . 


- WASHINGTON, June 17.—The com 
plete records ol-the last inspection o1 
the General Slocum, which was made on 
May 6 of this year, were received today 
at the inspection service bureau. .They 
indicate that the examination of the ves- 
sel was very thorough. The record'says 
that the life preservers were of the kind 
required by law and -that they were in 
good condition and easy of access, that 
the boats and life rafts of the steamer 
were in good working order and of ample 
capacity for the accommodation of the 
Slocum'a passengers, even though the 
limit of 2,5qO were on board; that there 
was good fire hose, fully 400 feet in 
length, on the ship and that.it was easi- 
ly and quickly attachable to,the flre 
Sumps to start ^rhich the enginer only 


ad to push a lever; and, finally, that 


tKere was on board a full complement of 
men and that the crew was well disci- 
plined.

DECIDES FOR COOK TICKET. 


The Republican national committee af- 


ter a full and patient hearing has decid- 
ed unanimously that the nominations of 
the Fuller opera house convention are 
the 
regular nominations of Wisconsin 


Republicans*. This 
decision, while far- 


reaching, yut is to go before the conven- 
tion which convenes on Tuesday. 


That the followers of the governor are 


disappointed goes without saying, but 
they have alone themselves to blame as 
the evidence laid before tho committee 
was full aud it was thorough, that a le- 
gal majority of lelegatcs were present 
at the Fuller opera house convention, 
and that the state central committee 
had transgressed its powers. While the 
presentation of the stalwart case to use 
the came in this connection, was convinc- 
ing to every member on the committee, 
and' to all except those who refuse to be 
convinced, the arguments with the testi- 
mony presented by the attorneys rind 
speakers for the governor's contention 
was exceedingly weak and the implied 
threat of lawyer ChynowctU, though dis- 
claimed as a threat, goes for nothing. 


Relief is sought for on tin; losing side 


by blaming lawyer Roe, brought from 
New York, for a, weak presentation and 
summing up. But all the evidence made, 
public proves beyond all reasonable 
doubt that the convention that stv; in 
the university armory secured its nomi- 
nal majority by acts of gross usurpation 
in the illegal an well as unwarranted act 
in unseating stalwart delegates and that 
those men MO seated voted in the prelim- 
inary organization. 


But in the ill-natured flings at honor- 


ed names ns those of Senator John C. 
Spooner, and at 
other prominent Re- 


publicans, while done perhaps in the heat 
of debate, should now terminate. Were 
the stalwarts defeated before the tribu- 
nal of the party there would have been 
no such splertatic effusions as have 
been emitted on the part of the losing 
aide. They would have been losers be- 
fore the convention and while deeply re- 
gretting, would have preserved their for- 
titude and sorrowed in defeat. Some- 
one must lose and it has been the side 
of this governor. Why should they not 
accept the situation! 


It has been stated the dispute would 


in any case, be taken to the supremo 
court. This is perfectly true and it 
ought to be. While the national com- 
mittee and convention has only decided 
us to the four delegates at large, this of 
itself though affecting the rost of the 
nominations, yet there remains the state 
ticket, and therefore it 
follows 
the 


further submission to the highest court 
in the state for judgment will follow.

These occasions arc not those for cer- 


emony, for our pioneers know nothing of 
that sort. They are occasions for eheei'- 
lul greetings, for reminiscences, for the 


swapping of stories of which these ven- 
erable yet active men, soxthoroughljr ap- 
preciate the humor of. They .delight to 
recall the trials of their earlier* years 
when their nearest neighbor was far out 
of sight, and when they stood .hand* to 
hand for mutual protection, 'and there 
are yet a goodly company of these early 
pioneers with u» whose memory' 'bi 
things in the by-gones is vividi and from 
whom it would.be well to record hi per- 
manent form the story of their yontluija 
founding as prosperous a, county as the 
state possesses. One by one these 'pio- 
neers are passing over tho river into the 
eternal beyond. They have done well 
their part and have earned by faithful 
work the hearty approbation of the liv- 
ing and insured for themselves that re- 
ward in the great beyond that comes to 
those who have fulfilled well their part 
on earth.

age they have so well displayed in the 
years agone, be forcibly impressed upon 
their fellow men.

OKR STATE 


The attendance at the University of 


Wisconsin, has steadily increased in num- 
bers under a policy that had steadily in 
view the highest interest of the citizen, 
and the welfare of the student. Noth- 
ing but the steadfast divorce from all 
forms of polities, either party or 
fac- 


tional, with the most generous support 
of the state and hard labors of earnest* 
officials and professors has enabled our 
•university to within twenty -live, years, 
increase the attendance nearly tenfold, 
and unless this policy-of the past can be 
continued, the welfare of the university 
is bound i/o be impaired. The thin edge 
of politics has been inserted arid unless 
it is speedily withdrawn the 'people of 
the state^will be bound .to take notice. 


The notable celebration on the occas: 


ion of the fiftieth anniversary on. which 
a whole state took part, marked an in- 
terest, that is certain to increase with 
the.coming years provided the magnifi- 
cent institution of learning can be mainr 
tained on the high standard which has 
brought it to rank with the foremost in 
the Union. The hand of the politician, 
no matter whom he may be, of whatever 
political faction or political party, must 
be kept off, as alike the hand of any sec- 
tarian influence and there 
are 
those 


thoughtful citizens, who have ever 
re- 


garded! it as a mistake -to have located 
an institution of learning as is the state 
university, at the cnpitol of the state, 
permeated as it. always will be with polk 
tieal influence to a more or less extent. 
But perhaps the error made in making 
the regents of the university .appointive 
instead of elective can now be discerned, 
for such is human nature that even well 
intentioned men can not but be influenc- 
ed to some extent, to say nothing of the 
influence of those who seek but 
their 


own immediate welfare. Better by far 
remove every possible source of danger 
and make the board of regents elective 
and that for a long term of years, 
at 


least cnxial to the term, of a justice of 
the supreme court which is ten years. 


Some figures upon the attendance at. 


the university may not be ;withput inf 
terest. The number attending and re? 
corded in 1353, the first official year of 
the university was but forty-three and 
these figures were multiplied in fifty 
years to 2,870. The attendauce record- 
ed in 1358 was 130 and in -I860, 228. By 
1870 the figures had'increased to 485 but 
for some reason the progress for the en- 
suing ten years was slow, the attendance 
recorded in 1830 being but 481. .The 
growt3> the next decade was much more 
marked, being in 1890, 068. From this 
period the growth was rapid, being by 
1895, 3,508 and 1900, 2,619. The attend- 
ance recorded for 1903 was 2,870 and for 
the term lately ended the attendance will 
have averaged not less than 3,000. The 
amount annually expended upon our 
magnificent university will reach $500,- 
000 and our legislatures hitherto have 
shown a. great interest commendable in 
every way, and will he none the less in 
coming years as the great institution 
discloses the necessities. 


The last graduating class numbered 


337 and to show the diversified nativities 
in the state it is stated, in /this -class 
there were fifteen 
nationalities repre- 


sented. As to other interesting details 
may be-mentioned the fact that the av- 
erage ago of the members of this class 
was twenty-three years, the oldest mem- 
ber being forty years of age and ,the 
youngest twenty. 
The average htight 


of the members is given at five feet and 
five and a half inches, the .tallest mem 
her being six feet and four'inches high 
and naturally a man. The weight of the 
class'.is stated to have reached twenty- 
three tons. The men numbered 262 and 
the women seventy-four. The percentage 
graduating is large, as the number en- 
tering as freshmen in 1000 were 427. 
' 


CANADA ASD HElt PROPOSED 


IFF. 


It is predicted tho proposed new Cana- 


dian tariff which is to contain provisions 
by which manufacturers of this country 
selling in Canada at lower prices than 
they do at home, are to be compelled to 
pay a penalty in higher duties. In fact, 
the Canadian idea is when American 
manufacturers dump their goods so^to 
speak upon the unsuspecting Canuck, 
they arc to be assessed by tlie govern- 
ment for their course. It is disputed 
that this'scheme can work Successfully 
for one reason it will be difficult to as- 
certain wliac the United States pviees 
really are, and for another reason that 
no measures to counteract the 
due 


course oE trade .ever yet succeeded.- r£he 
only way'our Canadian •' neighbors can 
successfully protect ..themselves aga'iliisl 
tho American invasion is not by penalty 
tariffs, but by tariffs uniform and apply- 


ing, at all times and1 alike4* in >t specific 
.ierins.

"Under the existing Canadian tariff 


the duties are in general about half as 
high as our schedules in" the 
United 


^tates. Food and'animals, for example, 
enjoy 'on the average 26.47 per cent pro- 
tection, as against our 08.11 per cent, 
and manufactured articles 24.24 per 
cent,,, as against our 49.11 per cent." 


Probably 
Canadian 
manufacturers 


might even up this thing by also seeking 
markets in the United States; It is 
pretty certain that the respective gov- 
ernments must adhere to tariffs' con- 
structed for .regular defined purposes, 
in our case for protective purposes and1 
'in the other more for jevenue. 
,0fi 


course properly aranged tariffs providing 
for ircciprocal relations is another mat- 
ter. 


SPOILS, BWB. PEBSO7TAI. ADVANCE- 


MENT.' 


A movement is on foot in Illinois to 


adopt some method by which the state 
institutions, especially the 
hospitals, 


may be entirely removed- from the list' 
of elegible spoils for spoilsmen executive. 
The fact is referred to that while/New 
York is the worst graft lidden stnte in 
the union politically, the most easy prey 
for the spoilsmen, yet the thirteen state 
hospitals have been by the precaution 
of able and thoughtful men, placed en- 
tirely out of reach of the most artistic 
of governors seeking to grasp political 
power through \irtue of the gpoils. 


The state boards;as in. Illinois and this 


state A\ith no real power but with ev-* 
erything to be submitted to executive 
approval, are powerless to exert that au- 
thority and is conducive to the 
best 


results, for at any time as'has occurred 
in Illinois of late, the most competent of 
trustees have been virtually removed; 
in fact, they had to resign. In this 
state we have boards of control, nomi- 
nally controlling boards, but in fact ev- 
ery member owes his appointment to 
the governor, and it is natural therefore 
that the transactions of. the boards when 
so, desired can be perfectly C0ntrolled;by 
the executive. 
' Th6, Illinois board as is stated have no 
statutory authority at all; all functions 
are only advisory and, ornamental. TJie 
different hospitals 
are 
managed 
by 


boards of trustees, >but; each of these 
trustee boards are appointed by the 
governor and of course such are his im- 
mediate friends and supporters. In Wis'-* 
consin,for instance the process is per? 
haps more roundabout, but give a gover- 
nor reasonable time, and .within two or 
three years lie will if he so desires, per- 
fectly control' every institution. 


There can hardly be much doubt but 


that the lessons of the past four years 
have been profoundly instructive. It is 
.obvious the executive possesses entirely 
too much appointive power, and in mare 
than one state, it has been used for per- 
sonal advancement. The people will de- 
mand these important commissions be 
made elective, as well as the heads;of the 
state institutions, and 
these 
officials 


amenable'to the legislature. And as an- 
other method by which perhaps gover- 
nors may yet retain power without be- 
ing entirely deprived ofj-eosonoble ways 
by which they may bo the push upon oc- 
casions to enforce discipline where it 
has been neglected in stnte 'departments, 
will be that upon the lines of forbidding 
by law a governor to succeed himself as 
the law does now with certain offices. 


WHO WMVL.'.CONfTROJj*. 


Something that has not, happened for 


years will occur with the convening of 
the Democratic national convention, and 
that is the utiinstructcd delegates will 
be in control, and but for the enforce- 
ment of the unit rule, wliieh obliges the 
minority ,of a delegation to vole with 
the majority, it could bo said the con- 
vention might represent,the voice of De- 
mocracy uncontrolled by Bryanism, 6or- 
mnnism or Hillism.

A HORBIBLE TBAGKDY. ~~ 


v One of those horrible tragedies that 
occur about so often is reported in the 
burning of the excursion steamer Gener- 
al Slocum in the East river, New York 
harbor, through which several hundred 
people, mostly children, lost,their lives. 
The accounts state'the boat was provid- 
ed with all the safety appliances requir- 
ed by law, but in the devouring flames 
all these proved miseraWj' inadequate 
with the rapid spread of the flames and 
inability to make Hiae of 'the means of 
safety. 


It is noticeable, \howevcr, that the life 


preservers were no't as convenient of ac- 
cess as should have^been the case. The 
great majority of the excursionists be- 
ing children were wh'blly unable to reach 
the preservers, "these being fastened tof 
the ceilings and could only be reached 
by tall persons. ' This J is stated as a fact 
'and shows that though the letter of the 
law may be followed', nothing but the 
term 'criminal negligence can be applied 
to the manner in whi^h* the spirit of the 
law was evaded. It is further stated 
that no boats or life rafts were lowered 
and if true a" additional responsibility 
attaches to those who had the manage- 
ment of the fated vessel. 


The fateful Iroquois theater horror 


does not seem to have impressed its les- 
son, and within a few months a, fire hor- 
ror again horrifies and startles .the conn- 
try with its dreadful loss of young lives. 
Tho stories of heroism arc not lacking, 
and all that men could do amid the dis- 
tressing: scenes was.done, but that hero- 
ism proved of but little avail in the rush 
of flaming death devouring flames. Had 
the means of safety been easier of access 
in all probability the loss of life would 
not have been, so frightful, but indeed 
horrifying enough, t 


The lesson is once more-conveyed most 


impressively and -so. painfully, that the 
law Avith its. imperative mandate must 
enforce by most stringent -penalties, an 
exact and literal compliance'.of its terms. 
Life preservers fastened to ceilings may 
in one way comply with the law, but in 
other ways'it is'but an evasion. 
STow 


that the excursion season is beginning 
all over the countr^ the officials of the 
government cbarge'd .with this duty 
should personally see that all laws are 
properly obeyed and that the means of 
escape are readily available to all, and 
kept in absolute order and in safe con- 
dition for instant use. 


THE OAJfKJlDPT 1AW. 


;A decision, by Judge Kohlsaat in a 


bankrupt case in Chicago again calls at- 
tention to some admitted defects in the 
national bankrupt law. This decision is 
to" the effect that a judgment1 recovered 
against a bankrupt within the 
four 


mouths period can be collected as against 
the creditors and that the trustees in 
bankruptcy cannot recover the money 
so collected upon tho judgmciit. This 
de"cision, says a Chicago paper, "is of 
special interest to wholesalers1 and cred- 
it men as settling a vexed question in 
local 
courts., where 'trustees have 


attempted to compel the return of mon- 
eys collected prior to the adjudication in 
bankruptcy. The decision was handed 
down in, the test suit brought by Henry 
TV. Eeman as trustee in bankruptcy for 
the estate of Thomas J. Lyons against 
Franklin MacVeagh * Co." 


Another matter is that which cloes uot 


apply the law exactly in every state nbt 
as to exemptions under any state law, 
but as to the matter of recording trans- 
fers and mortgages. In some states 
where the law mokes no requirement of 
recording within fixed dates, a debtor 
can by not having recorded sales />r 
mortgages, successfully defeat creditors. 
Thus a debtpr two years or so previous 
to going into bankruptcy or any period 
previous, 
1 aving made a 
mortgage, 


when tho bankruptcy proceedings . are 
commenced, .this favored creditor places 
his mortgage on record, it can not be 
successful! attacked in consequence of 
its not having been placed upon the 
county records. 
This is ' certainly a- 


fraud upon, creditors, but it is permitted, 
if *he state laws so pernut by inference 
or special -statute. •

," WOMAN SUFFRAGE MT 


P>e recognition^ extended to woman 


suffrage by the Illinois Democratic state 
convention ivas largely brought about 
by the labors of Mrs. Catherine Wauoh 
MoCullocli. It is hot now known exactly 
how the platform committee was indue-, 
ted to indorse ' sttoti a clause, as all that 
Mrs. JIcCiJllocli really asked" for was a 
clause in thp resolutions which would 
lavdr giving the suffrage right to woman 
in all matters of special assessments, or 
any 'other forms of, special, taxation, that 


i« the right "-to rote where property 
lights were concerned. 


But in the published 
platform as 


adopted by the convention appears this 
plank: ("Whereas* BliiiqJB women are ait 
important part of the citizenship of the 
state, bearing and rearing its children, 
pbeyjng its laws and paying its taxes, 
Ve 'believe ,that not only the 'duti*» of 
citizenship, .but the privileges as 'well, 
should be- exercised by them,' and" recom-' 
mend that our next legislature extend'to 
women iarther suffrage rights." 


This is not a half way affair but a 


clear, explicit plank 
indorsing woman 


suffrage nnd there is no use io- belittle 
the fact that in. this indorsement of the 
right of woman to-vote, not at special 
elections, but the whole thing, the Dem- 
ocratic party has scored favorably with 
a large and increasing number of women 
who desire the right to vote.

THEY 'SHOULD DECIDE. 


Most Republicans will say let the na- 


tional, committee assume the pressure, 
aa it were, and send in their decision and 
recommendations on the Wisconsin case 
to the national convention.

Cleansing the Teeth.—The ^proper way.

Any 
acid like vinegar will dissolve the lime 
of the teeth and destroy their solidity, 
A pleasant mouth wash, when the .mouth 
is at all sore, is made by shaking up a 
few drops of tincture of myrrh in a lit- 
tle v.-arm water. It is also useful for 
sweetening the breath. 


Economizing Hall Space.—For a small 


narrow hall u young matron has design- 
ed a coat and hatrack that is perfect in 
its way. It is simply an enlarged roller 
towel rack made ol heavy wood, and long 
enough to hold several coats snugly. The 
carpenter has fixed it firmly to the wall, 
opposite the door, and about five feet 
from the floor, and it is filled with a suf- 
ficient number of brass hooks. This ar- 
rangement takes up little space and 
leaves room for pictures and a little 
mission table with a middle shelf for 
those who would rather put their hats 
clown than hang them up—and woman's 
hats will not hang, except on the floor.

add sugar to it to make the tap'oca pala 
table. 


Chocolate Layer Cakc-p-Thrce-fourths 


of a cup butler, 1% cup's sugar, 214 cups 
sifted flour, 3 oggs, one-fourth cup milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla, 2* teaspoons baking 
powder. Scald the milk, dissolve in ii 
the grated chocolate arid set aside to 
cool. Cream the butter and sugar, adc 
the vanilla and 'the,beaten yolks of the 
eggs. Add alternately the flour and the 
prepared milk, then the stiffly whipped 
whites; lastly, stir in the baking pow- 
der and beat hard for two 'minutes. Bake 
in three layers, and when cold put to- 
gether with soft 
chocolate icing. To 


make this, boil together 
one-half cup 


granulated sugar, one-lialf cup water, 
pinch of cream of tartar.

I don't know whether they 
knew it before I told ,them, but they 
knew it today and I think it would be 
somewhat difficult to obtain a quorum 
if we had any business late this after- 
noon." 


FAIRBANKS' POSITION. 


Congressman James A. Hemcmvay of 


Indiana,, made the most specific state- 
ment this morning that has yet been 
made regarding .the desires of Senator 
Fairbanks for the vice presidency. 


"He will take the position," said Con- 


gressman Hemenway, "but he will not 
ask for it, nor will he express a desire 
for it.

is as far as he will go and that is as far 
as' Indiana will go in pushing his candi- 
cjacy; Of course tile state takes its cue 
from thfe attitude of the* senator, and 
the situation I have described, will con- 
tinue until somebody ia nominated for 
vice president.

Owing, however, to the fact 
that Mr. Hitt is ill in Washington it was 
decided by his friends to run his cam- 
paign from the h'eadquartcrs of; the Illi- 
nois delegation, the plan of ah independ- 
ent gathering place for Mr. Hitt's friends 
icing abandoned..

DELEGATES OR SLAVES? 


Chicago Chronicle: Perhaps one-half 


of the state political conventions that 
have been held during the last few week« 
have instructed. their delegates to vote 
for this or that candidate for the pres- 
idency, but bbe Illinois Democratic con- 
vention went further than any of the 
rest and instructed its delegates to vote 
lov William R.'Hearst for president "as 
long* as his name is before the conven- 
ori." 
The custom .of instructing delegates is 


at best- a reprehensible one. They are 
chosen on the principle that they are 
wise and discreet men and are to act ac- 
cording to their superior light and judg- 
ment. If this were not so there would, 


no use for delegates at all. The wish- 


es of the convention could be much bct- 
;cr transmitted by letter*. It is mani- 


tly a waste of time'arid money to 


send fifty intelligent men 1,000 mileu to 
do something which could be done ,as 
well by a postal card. 


The only excuse that can be offered 


'or instructing the delegates is tliat af- 
;er voting once or twice as instructed 
they are expected to resume their ititel- 
igence and free agency and vote as they 
.hink best. The peculiarity of the in- 
structions given the Illinois delegates is

The only other con- 
struction that can be placed on them ii 
that he is to be voted for until his n»nn 
is authoritatively withdrawn, and ia 
either case the slavish subserviency ot 
the Illinois delegation will bfe something 
new and disgraceful in the 'history ot 
national conventions. 


A delegation that will vote for a can- 


didate as long as he directs it to do go 
is a delegation which is to all intent* 
and purposes his property, and it is a 
matter of astonishment that intelligent 
men would agree to-play such a humil-, 
iating role.

She has declared that the smart sum- 
mer cottage must be, if not on the ex- 
terior, at least in its interior decora- 
tions, a faithful copy of the homes of the 
fisher folk of Holland. Within the last 
few months there has been a perfect 
craze for Dutch effects. These quaint 
people are represented on sofa cush- 
ions, photo frames and embroideries. 
We have had exhibitions of Dutch an- 
tiquities during the past winter, and 
there Is a rumor that a play on Dutch 
fisher life Is to be produced next fall. 
That Dufch effects have "caught on" is 
undeniable, and delightfully restful and 
quaint will be the cottage whose fur- 
nishings have been influenced by these 
Dutch models. 


Few of the thousands who buy arti- 
cles representing Dutch subjects know 
anything about the originals or realize 
that tha homes of the Usher folk of Hol- 
land are. unique and have an inde'serib- 
nble air of comfort and even luxury. 
The homes which are being: so success- 
fully copied for the American woman's 
summer lodge are on the Island of Mar- 
ken, a tongue of land on the margin of 
the Zuyder Zee, which is so little above 
the level of the water that the clusters of 
houses are built on mounds connected 
by bridges. Nearly every house has its

These characteris- 
tics open up charming possibilities for 
the clever American architect, and the

tistic. 


A house of,the Dutch fisher variety 
will'necessarily be an affair of only a 
few rooms. Although the furnishings 
'may be of old Dutch carved cabinets, 
brass hinged chest, chairs with carved 
bucks, tables with carved-, legs, ,ta!l 
clocks and hanging timepieces with 
brass faces, the general effect should- 
be one of simplicity.

Marken cottages were<.yeritableimuse- 
ums of Dutch' antiquity, and nothing 
approaching them was ,to- be ."seen 
among the peasantry of Europe. Now, 
fortunately for. c/ollectors, the dealers 
have bought up many of the treasures, 
and they are scattereaTall over Ettrspe 
and America. These feltople housewives 
have chests at embroidered bed and ta- 
ble linen done in open work resembling 
guipure lace which... would be notable 
additions to the summer entertainer's 
linen closet. 


We are indebted to the Dutch for 


much of our finest furniture, the ex- 
quisite marquetry and lacquered work 
being especially sought after by lovers 
of the antique. In the middle of the 
eighteenth century, when this oriental 
lacquer/became the rage-among con- 
noisseurs, the supply was not equal to 
the demand, 70 Cabinet makers hit 
upon a plan of sending out their wood 
in a prepared state to'Japan and China. 
These pieces were lacquered and when 
returned required merely to be mount- 
ed. The difficulty, delay and expense 
connected with this method induced 
woodworkers to try to invent a similar 
lacquered finish. The first to succeed 
was a Dutch cabinet maker named 
Huygens. Hia preparation was per- 
fect, and he and his successors have 
been able to imitate oriental lacquer 
so well that, the old European work 
may only be distinguished from that of 
the east by certain small differences in 
the dress and figures on the pieces of 
furniture not strictly oriental in char- 
acter. 
• 


Although a digression from the Dutch 


treatment of decorative art and the 
summer cottage, it Is interesting 'to 
note the effect this Dutch invention had 
in the manufacture of the French Ver- 
nls-Martin furniture. The Martin fam- 
ily of Paris had for generations been 
the loading Parisian cabinet makers, 
and, inspired by Huygena' success, they 
invented a varnish which they applied 
to a 'certain class of ornamental and 
decorative furniture in Imitation of the 
oriental which they styled Vernia-Mar- 
tln, or the Martin varnish: 


A great deal ot go called Vernis-Mar- 


tln is now made in France and else- 
where, such as cabinets and tables with 
gold grounds painted with subjects 
after Watteau and Boucher. Purchas- 
ers have to be on their guard, as this 
spurious w«rk is apt to deceive even 
the experts, 


The VerniB-Martln and Huygens spec- 


imens will never enter Into the fur» 
nlchlnga of/the Dutch summer cottage 
which will be simple and Inexpensive. 
But these Interior 'effects wilt not suf- 
fer, as the field from which to cull 
charming examples is sufficiently va- 
ried here without going: to the east .for 
specimens.

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HiICKEN GUMBO.—Boil a can of 


tomatoes for an hour and strain. 
Put some butter in a stewpan, 


add a quarter of a pound of ham cut 
into, small pieces and two small, sliced 
onions and fry for five minutes. Put La 
a can of okra^-canned okra is almoit 
as good as freah—and fry all together 
for fifteen minutes, stirring constantly. 
Then add the tomatoes, some good soup 
stock, some salt and pepper and a 
chicken which has been previously cut 
up and fried in butter. Cook slowly on 
the back of the stove for an hour. Add 
half .a cup of boiled rice a quarter of 
an hour before serving. The chicken 
gumbo requires constant stirring;, as it 
burns easily. 


Tongue Cutlets.—Cut half inch slices 


from a freshly boiled tongue. Dip each 
piece'into beaten egg and rollUn bread- 
crumbs. Have ready boiling fat anC 
cook the cutlets in it until a delicate 
brown on both sides. Serve with a gar- 
nish of sliced hard boiled eggs and. 
chopped parsley. 


Gooseberry Meringue.—Place a pound 


of gooseberries in a stewing jar with 
sufficient sugar to Savor, but no water, 
aiM cook in the oven until the fruit 1* 
tender. Beat one ounce and a half of 
butter and an ounce of sugar to a 
cream and add the yolk of two egga, 
Mix one teaspoontul of baking powder 
with a teacupful of flour and add grad- 
ually to the other Ingredients. When 
cold put the gooseberries in a pie dish 
and over them spread the stiffly beaten 
whites of the two .eggs. Bake in a 
quick .oven for ten minutes and let 
stand until cold. Then whip the white 
of one egg stiff into a little sugar and 
pile lightly on the pudding Just before 
serving. 


Crab Cheese.—Pound some good, rich 


cheese with a little mustard, oil, vine- 
gar, .cayenne and salt until the consist- 
ency' of cream of crab. Serve in a fan- 
cy dish wjth thin fingers of crisp toast. 


Cheese Salad.—Moisten one neufcha- 
tel cheese with milk and form Into ball* 
the stae of robins' eggs. Sprinkle with 
finely choped parsley, arrange on let- 
tuce leaves and garnish with olives or 
radishes. Serve with French dressing.
